The  moon's  change,  first  quarter,  full  and  latst  quarter,  ha])])ening  during  six 
of  the  aftcrn(K)n  hours,  i.  e.,  from  four  to  ten,  may  be  followed  by  fair  weather; 
but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind,  as  is  noted  iu  the  table.
